The mob, excited to a great degree, 
then turned to the French Legation 
and threatened to invade this build- 
ing to compass the execution of Presi- 
dent Guillaume. *' Guillaume took 
refuge under the flag of France at 
10 o'clock this morning, after he had 
been compelled to flee before the 


rebel attack. 

‘. Gen, Oscar ordered the execution 
of the political prisoners in his power 
as soon as he perceived that the revo- 
lutionary outbreak of this morning 
was a serious menace. 

After the battle Dr, Rosalvo Bobo 
and his rebel soldiers ruled the city. 
The attack on the palace began at 
daylight and rifle firing did not 
cease until 10:30, Guillaume and his 
few defenders fighting until the palace 
Was ablate. The casualties were heavy, 
and among the dead ig the chief o 
police. 

There has been a reign of terror 
in Port au Prince for ten days. July 
17 President Guillaume, doubtless 
realizing that his fall was but a ques- 
tion of a few days, started on & se- 
ries of persecutions. He began by 
causing the arrest of all Haitiens of 
wealth or pdsition and expelling all 
foreigners. 

Haitien women have been arrested 
in the, streets and taken away to 
prison. July 17 a French actress, 
Madame Taldy, was treated in this 
arbitrary manner. The prisons of the 
city are full and the conditions in’ 
them are deplorable.

FOOD SCARCE AT CAPITAL. 


Red Cross Says But Little Supplies 

Have Reached City in Past Six 

Weeks. 

A NIGHT WIRE.) 

PUEBLA (Mex.) July 19 (by mail 
to New Orleans, July 27.)—-American 
Red Cross and United States Consular 
agents, who have been co-operating to 
relieve hunger and iliness in Mexico 
City, today summarized conditions in 
the interior as follows: 

For more than six weeks no food 
in any quantity has reached the Mexi- 
can capital. The abandonment of the 
capital by the Carranza forces on 
July “17 has left a confused military 
situation with which it seems impos- 
sible to cope. All railroads between 
Mexico City and Vera Cruz have been 
crippled and the territory along the 
lines has been so infested with ban- 
dits of both Zapata and Carranza fac- 


tions that it is improbable relief can 
be sent from Vera Cruz without mili- 
tary ald of such strength as has not 
been available heretofore. Conditions 


in the capital are growing worse and 


evident may be intolerable 
and Mexicans a 
month hence. 

The abandonment of the capital by 
Gen. Pablo Gonzales on July 17 came 
without warning. Two reasons were 
given by the Carranza forces for their 
withdrawal: First, 
troops, by capturing Pachuca, threat- 
ened to cut the railroads to Vera 
Cruz and thus isolate Gen. Carranza 
from his army; second, that Z*pata’s 
forces already were about to surround 
Mexico City and catch Gonzales in 
a trap. The evacuation was s0 com- 
plete that only fifteen Zapata soldiers 
entered the city at first to take pos- 
session of it. These were followed by 
3000 others. 

After the Zapata government evacu- 
ated the capital July 10. and with- 
drew to Cuernavaca, Gonzales, with 
20,000 Carranza troops, announced he 
had captured the city, although he did 
not assume nominal contro! until July 
12. He kept his headquarters several 
miles outside the city during the five 
days on which he had nominal control. 
In the meantime the various Zapata 
leaders came in behind Gonzales, cap- 
tured Pachuca, destroyed the _ rail- 
roads, blew up trains filled with Car- 
ranza government employees and 
threatened to attack ordoba and 
Orizaba. Fighting was common 
around Orizaba and Jalapa, and it 
was reported that Zapata's troops were 
endeavoring to make their way to
